Na- 
tionalist China’s veto of Outer 
Mongolia resulted in the Soviet 
vetoes 

A reporter asked whether 
White thought Nationalist China 
had thwarted “the will of the 
majority” by its action. The re- 
porter said a majority in the 
U.N. was willing to take Outer 
Mongolia, along with four other 
Communist states, in order to | 
get the Soviet Union to accept 
the long list of free nations. 

In reply, White recalled that 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said last week that the 
United States had advised Na- 
tionalist China that it would 
not veto Outer Mongolia, and 
that Dulles had also said he did 
not know what action National- 
ist China would take. 

Not a Satellite. 

“There are many people,” 
White said. “who seemed to 
think that Nationalist China is 
a satellite of the United States. 

“Nationalist China is not a 
satellite of the United States 
The United States has no satel- 
lites and wants no ‘satellites. It 
deals with friends as equals re- 
gardiless of whether they see eye 
to eye.” 

White has begun his criticism 
of the Soviet Union by saying 
that Russia always tried to “‘at- 
tribute the blame to others for 
its own deeds.” He thus indi- 
rectly accused Russia of seck- 
ing to put on Nationalist China 
the responsibility for

PLANS, ORDERED 
FOR COLDWATER 
CREEK SEWER TO 
COST $3 500,000 


Major Project Would 
Serve Communities in 
North Part of County 
— Financing Up to 
Voters. 


Preparation of a contract for 
engineering plans for a major 
trunk sewer for the Coldwater 
creek area in north St. Louis 
county was authorized yester- 
day by Metropolitan St. Louis 
Sewer District trustees. 

Cost of the project was tenta- 


tively estimated at $3,500,000 
by district officials. Roughly 


half of this total would be for | 


a sewage treatment plant at 
the lower end of the sewer and 
the remainder for eight miles 
of seWtr pipe, they said. 

The project would he fi- 
nanced by a bond issue, if a 
bond proposition is approved by 
voters of the area, which in- 
cludes Florissant, Hazelwood, 
part of Berkeley, St. Ann, and 
the St. John-Overland sew-2r 
district. 

William Q. Kehr, executive 
director of the metropolitan 
district, said a bond election 
could be held next May. If the 
bond issue is approved, a major 
portion of the sewer could be 
completed by summer of 1957 
and the entire project finished 
by the following summer, he 
said. 

Kehr announced today that 
the date of the bond election 
for the proposed Maline creek 
trunk sewer has been post- 
poned two weeks, from Jan. 24 
to Feb. 7. 

The postponement was made 
at the request of the County 
Board of Election Commission- 
ers. C. -M. O'Sullivan, chief 
clerk of the board, said addi- 
tional time was needed to pre- 
pare a special list of voters, be- 
cause the Maline sewer subdis- 
trict does not coincide with vot- 
ing precinct lines. 

Polling Places. 

In addition, to satisfy techni- 
cal requirements of bond au- 
thorities, he said, all voting must 
be done within the subdistrict 
boundaries. This will mean that 
new polling places must be 
established in some precincts 
in cases where the regular 
places lie outside the subdis- 
trict, he said. 

O'Sullivan added that the 
work probably would have been 
done in time for a Jan. 24 vote, 
but that the state bond election 
which was later set for that 
date has been taking up avail- 
able time of election workers 
The Feb. 7 date has not yet 
been established officially ‘by 
the sewer board.

The sewer would end about 
six miles from the mouth of 
the creek, which empties into 
the Missouri river. That final 
reach of Coldwater is sparsely 
populated and there is no justi- 
fication for a trunk sewer there, 
Kehr said. 

He explained that the treat- 
ment plant would be necessary 
because the discharge point of 
the creek is only a few miles 
ebove the St. Louis water intake 
station on the Mississippi river. 

Maline Creck Election. 

Otherwise, he said, the cost 
would be proportional to that of 
the proposed trunk sewer for 
the Maline creek area to the 
east. for which no such treat- 
ment plant is necessary The 
Maline project is estimated to 


cost between $1,250,000 and 
$1,500,000 | 
Both Coldwater and Maline 


creeks are polluted by seWage 
and have been termed hazards 
to health by public health au- 
thorities.

Benson Announces Im-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (UP) 


—Secretary of Agriculture Ezra | 


Taft Benson announced today 
that United States surplus 
wheat and corn will be made 
available immediately to char- 
itable agencies for distribution 
to the hungry overseas. 

Stocks of dried beans and 
rice will also be released for 
foreign relief. 
| The action was a major vic- 
tory for Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish leaders who had ap- 
| pealed jointly to Benson for 
| release of surplus grains for 
| overseas relief. 
| Appeal to Benson. 

The religious leaders made 
the appeal in a meeting with 
| Benson last month. They ar- 
gued that the Department of 
Agriculture had placed too nar- 
row an interpretation on a law 

enacted by Congress last year. 
It authorizes free allocations of 
surplus farm products to volun- 
'tary relief agencies for distri- 
| bution to the needy abroad. 

| Previously, the department 
|had released only farm prod- 
ucts which were in danger of 
| spoiling in storage — mainly 
‘dairy products and cottonseed 
oil. And it had sefved notice 


'that the availability of dairy 


‘products for relief agencies 
would be snarply curtailed next 
‘year because surplus. stocks 


were dwindling. 

Benson said all of the sur- 
plus foods released for foreign 
distribution also will be avail- 


‘able to domestic relief agen- 


cies. However, the principal 
demand from relief groups has 
been for commodities to fight 
starvation abroad.

The judge in November set | 
aside a 25-vear sentence im- 
posed on Dunbar on the robbery 
charges on the ground Dunbar 
Was not represented by an at- | 
torney when he pleaded guilty. 

In suspending the sentences, 
Judge McLaughlin said Dunbar 
had “completely rehabilitated 
himelf.” However, Dunbar is 
under sentence of two years in 
Cole county for escaping from 
the. Missouri State Penitentiary, 
and Judge McLaughlin said he 
will have to serve part of that | 
Sentence depending on what! 
parole officers decide. 

Judge McLaughlin, ruling on 
a habeas corpus action filed by 
Assistant Public Defender Jo- 
seph Noskay at Dunbar’s re- 
quest, held in November that 
Dunbar ‘had been deprived of 
his constitutional rights and | 
privileges. New trials were or- 
dered on both robbery charges.

95 Per Cent Military 


For the details of President Eisenhower's de- 
fense and foreign aid program, which was pre- 
sented to congressional leaders of both parties 
Tuesday, the country will have to wait on his 
State of the Union message. 

The program is said to contemplate a defense 
budget of $35,500,000,000 a billion-dollar in- 
crease over the amount mentioned as recently 
as a week ago by Defense Secretary Wilson— 
and foreign aid appropriations of $2,670,000,000, 
almost exactly the same as for the current year. 

Since some $1,000,000,000 of the jatter sum is 
to be earmarked for military aid, it should be 
apparent that under this program 95 per cent 
of the total effort expended on keeping the 
peace and meeting the Soviet challenge will be 
military in character, Without in any way 
doubting the need for powerful military defense, 
the question should be asked, both in the Admin- 
istration and the Congress whether such a 
95-and-5 division of effort is the best way to meet 
today’s circumstances.

Dr. Younge on Teachers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 


At a recent meeting of the Board 
of Education, I proposed that the 
examination for teachers be omitted 
for the present as we are short 
of teachers. This shortage is not only 
confined to St. Louis, but is national. 
My reasons for this suggestion, which 
was turned down, were as follows: 

1. It is very difficult for any per- 
son near the age of 50 to cram and 
prepare for any examination as com- 
prehensive as are these national ex- 
aminations, compiled hundreds of 
miles away from your state. “Mrs. 
xX" may have been teaching in the 
eighth grade for 20 years and knows 
her work thoroughly, but she would 
be at a great disadvantage trying to 
answer some question about atomic 
energy. 


2. There are many of our own 
products right here, who for some 
reason have not been able tO pass 
the examination. We ought to be able 
to salvage them by giving them what 
amounts to a post-graduate course. 
The taxpayers’ money has been spent 
on them and we ought to use them; 
they are products of our system. 

3. The examination is the first step 
only. Supervisors will be sent into 
the classrooms to see the nature of 
the new teachers’ work. Poor teach- 
ers will have to go or stay on the 
substitute list. 


4. Our system is now integrated. 
Some teachers who happen to be col- 
ored are working only a few days per 
month: let us take care of them be- 
fore we go out and import others. 


5. I have been in the classroom as 
a teacher in the grade schools, the 
murses’ training school, the medi- 
cal school and with doctors during 
their training period for the last 35 
years, and I know that one examina- 
tion is no test as to the type of per- 
son you are dealing with. I am 
against the examination during this 
period of emergency.

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Secretary Dulles told the congressional lead- 
ers that because of the stepped-up Soviet cam- 
paign in Asia and the Middle East, the Admin- 
istration intends to place “special emphasis on 
the economic aspects of foreign policy.”

New appropriations to be asked for the for- 
eign aid portion of our total effort will be di- 
vided 62 per cent for economic aid and 38 per 
cent for military, just as they were this year. 
But when past appropriations are added in, 
actual foreign aid expenditures undoubtedly will 
continue to be predominantly military, as the 
tatal effort now is. How much “special emphasis 
on economic aspects” can be obtained under 
these circumstances? 

In considering this question it will be useful 
‘to recall what Western Europe was like in the 
spring of 1947, before the Marshall Plan started. 
Western Europe was headed for chaos and Com- 
munism. Compare its flourishing condition today, 
and there can be no doubt that this great and 
imaginative program of foreign economic aid 
was one of the most successful strokes of di- 
plomacy the United States has undertaken. 

When Marshall Plan expenditures began to 
taper off, foreign aid funds shifted more and 
more to the military side. Here are the foreign 
aid expenditures in millions of dollars, over 
seven fiscal years:

Congress, accordjng to Senator George, is 
likely to be cooler than ever next year to eco- 
nomic aid.

According to,some authorities whose 
words command respect—Former Ambassador 
to India Chester Bowles, for one—the new Soviet 
offensive in Asia can be met only by a concept 
as inspiring and a program as sweeping and 
successful as the Marshall Plan. 
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When Does He Disappear Again? 

Not even the late FE. Phillips Oppenheim, whose 
fiction included spy thrillers by the dozen, was 
able to dream up an imaginary character that 
approaches Dr. Otto John, who is a flesh-and- 
blood espionage agent bordering on the fabu- 
lous. Why has John, who created consternation 
among NATO nations 16 months ago when he 
defected from West Germany to Communist East 
Germany, now fled back to West Germany”? 

When he first defected the Communists were 
jubilant. They received great propaganda aid 
from the man who had been head of West Ger- 
many’s internal security setup and had visited 
in Washington with Allen Dulles, director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. In press con- 
ferences and over radio, the personable and high- 
ly intelligent John declared that he had gone 
over to the Communists because America was 
leading the world toward war. East Germans dis- 
counted the fact that he had betrayed his own 
Nazi government in World War II. 

Now West Germans are saying that John dis- 
played some of his best talents in escaping from 
the Reds. They had become distrustful of him 
and were watching him closely. He gave cause 
for alarm when he “listlessly” read a speech at 
a Potsdam theater in the Soviet zone several 
weeks ago. And before he defected from West 
Germany in 1954 he had been reported morose. 
All of which leads to the conclusion that it might 
be wise to ascertain whose side he really is on 
and after that to watch the unstable Herr John 
closely when any of his customary actions are 
carried on in listless or morose fashion.

The Ford Foundation's unsurpassed -gift of ~

Worst neglected, however, are the private col- 
leges devoted to general education. While bene- 
factors of another generation have endowed 
them with erenelated halls, these colleges are 
regularly on the verge of crisis because of 
inadequate funds for adequate teachers’ pay. 
So the Ford Foundation’s allotment of $210,000,- 
000 to 615 colleges—plus an extra $50,000,000 
for schools which have set a good example— 
may be its most important grant. Roughly it will 
mean increases of $200 to $600 a year for 
teachers. 

Since this sum is earmarked for salaries it 
avoids the pitfall of many foundation benefac- 
tions: the proliferation of special projects for 
the sake of special gifts. Dwight Macdonald, in 
his study of the Ford Foundation in The New 
Yorker, asks who will ever use the volumes of 
data accumulated by some of these undertakings. 
Maybe there will have to be a dusting-off project 
for project reports. But the Ford gifts will be 
bread-and-butter money. 

Another drawback of foundation gifts is the 
comfortable assumption of some institutions that 
these will be repeated indefinitely. But this Ford 
grant tells the schools they will get two payments 
a year apart. For 10 years, only the interest on 
the sum is to be used. After that, it will be up 
to each college. Perhaps most will preserve the 
capital as a salary endowment. But it is sensible 
to allow a reappraisal of needs at the end of a 
decade.

Across the 49th Parallel 
THE STRUGGLE FOR THE SORDER, by Bruce 

Hutchison. (Longmans, Green, 500 pes., $4.) 

Canada seldom makes what newsmen 
call “news,” probably because—as Bruce 
Hutchison points out in his thoughtful 
book—Canada is our “reliable friend,” 
and, unlike so many other friends, she 
makes no trouble, so why worry about 
her? This is even true to the extent 
that we are immediately interested in 
some ephemeral revolution on the other 
side of the world, yet only now are we 
becoming aware of the enormous peace- 
ful revolution that has occurred across 
our northern frontier. 

Mr. Hutchison is right in accepting 
this lack of attention on our part as an 
unconscious tribute. Canada is indeed 
a dependable friend, unlike us in some 
ways, but very much like us in funda- 
mental matters; and in time of crisis 
each country knows it can count on the 
other.

It was not always so, of course, as this 
admirable book solidly demonstrates. 
This friendship of ours was born ov¢ of 
antagonism, and even in our own #en- 
eration an occasional demagogical state- 
ment uttered on this side of the border 
shows that the last lingering embers 
have not quite sputtered out. Writing as 
a Canadian ‘he is editor of a news- 
paper in British Columbia), Mr. Hutchi- 
son is sensitive to such utterances and 
takes pains to point them out to us. 

Nevertheless, this book is one that 
stresses the ties that bind us rather 
than the occasional differences that tend 
to divide us. And when you get right 
down to it, the relationship between the 
two nations on either side of the 49th 
parallel is unique in this age of na- 
tionalism and xenophobia. By all the 
logic of geography the North American 
continent should have been a single na- 
tional whole, yet it is sundered by a 
political line across its middle that has 
been respected for a century.

But such 
an order has never been given, chiefly 
(says Mr. Hutchison) because “the be- 
trayal of a friendly neighbor would be- 
tray the United States itself and every- 
thing it stood for.” And one might add 
that the two nations have become so 
mixed up today in one another's affairs 
and outlook that a formal union would 
be largely a work of supererogation.

Reports from a _  six-county 
area in the Ozarks — Butler, 
Carter, Oregon, Ripley, Shan- 
nan, and Wayne—indicate that 
quail shooting in these counties 
is the best it has been in 10 
years. Information from the 
Bootheel has not been quite so 
optimistic, but sportsmen of 


that area are of the opinion that 
bobwhites are more plentiful 
than in the past three years. 

Northern Arkansas, especial- | 
ly in the vicinity of Corning, 


Knobel and Biggers, reports 
plenty of birds. 
The Arkansas quail season | 


| 
does not close until Jan. 31 and | 
the bag and possession limit is 
eight birds. The Missouri sea- 
son closes Dec. 31 and the bag 
and possession limit is six. Non- 
residents of Arkansas must pay 
a $15 fee to hunt quail, as well 
as a $1.50 fee for each bird 
dog. Dogs must wear a collar 
with a metallic tag attached 
thereto bearing the name and 
address of the owner. 

Many Missouri hunters have 
been taking the limit of six 
without expending too much en- 
ergy. Two recently related that 
they were able to bag 12 birds 
in less than 30 minutes. They 
were hunting near Glennonville 
in Dunklin county. The average 
kill per day per hunter of those | 
who were interrogated would | 
be approximately four birds. To | 
date none has told of making a | 
trip afield without seeing at 
least one covey, and one hunter 
reported that he had seen six | 
coveys in a day's hunt. Most of | 
the birds were found in the | 
woods adjacent to fields of | 
corn, soy beans and lespedeza. | 
Quail Have Changed Habits. 
Bobwhite is a sagacious bird. 
It had to be to survive. In re- | 
cent years these birds have | 
drastically changed their habits 
from those of their ancestors, 
who followed the plow and axe 
into the clearings made by the | 
pioneers, Time was when the | 
quail hunter disdained hunting 
for these birds in the timber. 
Only the open fields were 
hunted because they were the 
natural habitat for quail. 
Grasses and weeds grew in the | 
fields in profusion and they 
afforded the birds both food 
and cover. During the severe 
snowstorms or in intensely cold 
weather they could be found in 
the blackberry brambles or 
heavy thickets but under normal 
conditions they would eat, rest 
and dust out in the poorly- 

cultivated open spaces. 

Mechanized farming and the 
desire of the farmer to make 
every inch of ground produce | 
foodstuffs are major factors in 
the changing habits of the birds. | 
The old rail fence disappeared 
and woven wire fence took its 
place. The fence rows were 
cleared so completely that they 
would not even hide a field 
mouse from the eyes of a hawk 
soaring overhead. Fields of 
grass, heavily populated with 
cattle, hogs and sheep, played | 
their part in driving the birds | 
deeper into the woods for food 
and shelter. 

Biologists have always re- 
ferred to quail as “fringe birds.” 
By this they mean that they 
spend a greater portion of their | 
lives in the areas of the fields | 
that lie adjacent to the woods, 
but, if the evolution of these | 
birds continues as it has in the 
last 25 years, they will be found 
for only a few brief minutes 
feeding on the scattered grain 
left by the mechanical pickers 
and combines, and then quickly 
return to the briar patches, 
tangled thickets and _ other 
places of habitat that are nearly 
inaccessible to man. 

A Remarkable Comeback. 

Three successive years of 
drouth only served as a crucible 
to prove the mettle of these fa- 
vorite game birds. This writer, 
who has followed bird dogs for 
nearly half a century, did not 
believe it possible for the quail 
ever to beat their way back. 
This opinion was shared by 
many others equally as experi- 
enced in the pleasant pastime of 
quail hunting. Bird dogs were 
dregs on the market and it was 
almost impossible to give away 
pups out of thoroughbred reg- 
istered stock. 

Today the ery is, “Do you 
know where I can buy a good 
bird dog?” And all because 
bobwhite is a tenacious, shrewd 
bird that weathered the drouth 
and heat and lack of food and 
cover in sufficient numbers to | 
live and reproduce. Biologists | 
say that approximately 80 out of 
every 100 birds on any given | 
area are lost every winter from | 
one cause or another. Their | 


remarkable comeback has sub- 
stantiated this statement, and | 
the remaining 10 hens and 10 
roosters, when given a favorable 
opportunity, will repopulate the 
areas that were entirely barren 
of birds in one short nesting 
and rearing season. 

This season is a yast improve- 


ment over those of the previous | 
three years. We still are not | 
“knee-deep” in quail, and never | 


again will we have them in the |7¢ 


abundance that they were when | 
the bull-tongued plow and the 
axe first broke the sod and 
cleared the forests. But once 


more it is a pleasure to go | 


afield on a clear, crisp morning 
and feel assured that sometime, 
somewhere during the day’s 
hunt the dogs will “freeze” in 
statuesque points on a bevy of 
brown buzz bombs and they 
will, as the Indian expressed it, 
“make thunder when they rise 


and the hunter with his long 
gun will make lightning when 
they fly away.” The King of 
Game Birds has beat his way 
back. Long live the King!

Much Like a School Any More 


Colored Chalk Boards and Contour Chairs 


Make Classroom ‘a Gentle 
Transition’ From Home. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (UP)— 
Contour chairs and pink chalk 
boards and geometric patterns 
in the sound-proofed ceiling— 
that’s what the little red school 
house is made of nowadays. 

A school is not supposed to 
look much like a school, and 
according to one leading school 
architect, communities of all 
sizes are aware of the change. 


“People used to have the idea 
that when you left home you 
went to school in a place that 
was completely different from 
your home,” Ben John Small 
said, “We build prisons now 
that are far more handsome 
than some of the elementary 
schools used to be.” 

Now communities are trying 


to give their children “a gentle 
transition” from home ‘to 
school, Small said. 

“We no longer like for a 
child to have to go in a main 


entrance and down a long cor- 
ridor to his classroom,” the 
architect continued. “They 
don’t-do that at home, so why 
can’t they walk right in off the 
street to their own school room 
area? 

“There is no such thing as 
fixed seating in a classroom any 
more. The chairs can be grouped 
informally at the teacher's dis- 
cretion. And when we pick out 
seats we consider things like 
the impact of spinal curvature 
on a child’s well being. The 


‘seat must promote good pos- 
ture. 


“And if an architect forgets 
to specify a colored chalk board 
instead of a blackboard, well, 
he’s just not hep.”

Heads of Colleges, Hospi- 
tals in Dark as to Exact 
Amounts to Come. 


Heads of the privately-sup-| 
ported colleges and hospitals in | 
the St. Louis area that will 
share in the multimillion-dollar | 
gift of the Ford Foundation | 
were still in the dark today as | 
to the exact amounts they will | 
receive or the conditions at- | 


tached to the gifts. : : 


The approximately $7,600,000 
offered the eight colleges and 
universities and 40 hospitals | 
here was described in the foun- | 
dation’s statement Monday) 
night as “approximate and sub- 
ject to correction.” 


The nation’s 615 regionally 
accredited, privately supported, 
liberal arts and science colleges 
and universities will divide 
$210,000,000 which must be 
used to increase teachers’ sal- 
aries. 

In addition, 126 of these in- 
stitutions will also share in an 
earlier appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 which is being given to 
those instifutions that have led 
their regions in improving the 
status and compensation of 
teachers. That portion of the 
grant to these 126 institutions 
may be used for any pressing 
needs or for salary improve- 
ment. 

The privately supported hos- 
pitals will share in a $200,000,- 
000 gift for the purpose of im- 
proving and extending their 
services to the public but not 
for current operating expenses 
in connection with services now 
being rendered. 

“Until we know just what we 
are receiving, over how long a 
period and for what specific 
purposes, we cannot determine 
how it will be used,” the head 
of one hospital said. “When we 
have that information, it will 
then be up to our board of 
trustees to make the fina) de- 
cision.” 

Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shep- 
ley of Washington University, 
which received a tentative gift 
of $2,009,800 to lead all other 
recipients in this area, sent the 
following telegram yesterday to 
Henry Ford II, chairman of the 
foundation’s board of trustees, 
and H. Rowan Gaither Jr., its 
president: 

“Washington University is 
deeply grateful to the Ford 
Foundation for its magnificent 
gift for faculty salaries, and 
to the family whose generosity 
made this gift possible. Your 
board’s action not only brings 
financial strength where it is 
sorely needed but is tremen- 
dously inspiring to the members 
of the profession to whom we 
look for the intellectual devel- 
opment of our youth and who 
have so often experienced dis- 
couragement during a _ period 
of inflation. 

“Top priority is being given 
to faculty salaries in our own 
rather ambitious development 
program, and it would be 
quite impossible to tell you 
how elated we were to receive 
word of your most substantial 
and welcome support for the 
Saine purpose. We deem it a 
high privilege to share in the 
foundation's program of aid to 
higher education and are happy 
to accept the accompanving re- 

sponsibility for the wise use of 
the funds so generously pro- 
, vided.”

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IMPACTS OF BIG SUMS IN FUNDS 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP). 

OUNDATIONS are crowding the news columns these days— 
F with both controversial and noncontroversial deeds. And 

there’s a growing tendency in Washington—both in Congress 
and in the Treasury Department—to take a close look at these 
tax-free funds. 

The nation’s largest—the Ford Foundation 
has made news of a noncontroversial nature 
twice of late. It is giving $500,000,000 to pri- 
vate education and to hospitals. This is the 
largest single act of philanthropy ever an- 
nounced. | 

The foundation will take in an almost 
equal sum of money next month when it 
offers to the public Ford Motor stock, for 
the first time. 

The stock offer, however, isn’t to pay for | 
this week’s big giveaway. The foundation 
makes its donations out of earnings from capital, not from the 
capital itself. The money the foundation gets from the sale | 
of part of its Ford stock will be invested in other ways, and the | 
yield from such investments will go into future donations. 

THE FORD FOUNDATION’S HOLDINGS ARE PRESENTLY 
estimated to have a market value of between one and a half 
and two billion dollars. Prior to this week’s whopping gift total 
the fund had handed out $350,000,000 since its founding in 1936 
by gifts of stock in the motor company by Henry Ford I, The 
foundation is also in the news just now in a controversial matter, 
concerning some of the activities of one of its beneficiaries, the 
Fund for the Republic, which are attacked from several quarters. 

WHILE THE FORD FOUNDATION IS THE NATION’S. 
LARGEST tax-free fund, it has lots of company. If you count 
in churches, farm co-operatives and the like there are more 
than 100,000 tax-free groups in the country. Some 32,000 of 
these are in the category of foundation, fund, or association— | 
exempted from taxation on the general ground that they serve 
a public rather than a private purpose. And about 7000 of 
these are foundations set up by wealthy men or corporations | 
to handle their philanthropies. Most of these are conceded to | 
serve a public purpose. But some Congressmen have been | 
charging that some foundations or funds meddle too much in 
politics to deserve a tax-free status. 

CONGRESS IS EXPECTED TO BE ASKED FOR A LAW 
which would open to public inspection the applications for tax 
exemption filed by foundations. The idea is that the ones solely 
serving the public interest wouldn’t mind—many of them report 
publicly now. But some groups don’t disclose how they raise 
funds or how they spend them, and Washington feels that many 
of these would give up their tax-free status rather than let 
the public in on their operations.

17-Nation Group Favors a 
Little More Easing Up on 
Trade Restrictions. 


PARIS, Dec. 14 (AP)— The 


Organization for European Eco- 
nomic Co-operation focused a 
studied European: look at the 
United States economy today 
and said it was in lusty enough 
shape to ease up a little more 
on trade restrictions. 


The OEEC report reviewed | 


the 18 months prior to mid- 
summer this year and found 
only a few future uncertainties 
in the United States business 
outlook. 

The OEEC is a 17-nation Eu- 
ropean economic group set up 
to keep a weather eye on how 
its members are doing in the 
international market place. The 
United States and Canada are 
not members but participate in 


furnishing information and re-' 


ports. 

The annual review by the 
OEEC gives a fair idea of Eu- 
ropean economic likes and dis- 
likes about the United States. 
They found more to like this 
year than in the last report, 
which was largely concerned 
with the recession of 1953-54. 

The report said: 

“The foreign trade policy of 
the United States has, during 
the past year, made advances in 
the direction of freer trade. 
But progress has not been rapid 
and uncertainties continue to 
face European exporters to that 
area.” 

Specific criticism was leveled 
at recent tariff increases on bi- 
cycles and watches. “The rais- 
ing of this tariff rate is dis- 


couraging, particularly in its! 
psychological effects on export- 
ers and potential exporters to 
oni United States,” the report 


The reports for other nations 
also criticized their trade prac- 
tices in several instances and 
in general the UWnited States 
came off with good marks. How- 
ever, as one Paris economist 
said, “The Unitel States is a 


lot more liberal in her trade | 


policies than many countries 
because she is a creditor nation, 
and because of her responsible

“The stock market boom, 
which has caused a rapid rise 
in prices and reduced yields on 
ordinary stocks to an exception- 
ally low figure, may be more 
difficult to bring under con- 
trol,” the report said.

State Education Com- 
missioner Says 
Enabling Act Will Be 
Introduced, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14 
(UP)—State Commissioner of 
Education Hubert Wheeler said 
today an attempt will be made 
in the next Legislature to put 
Missouri in line to receive fed- 
eral aid to education. 


Wheeler, who ama | re- 
turned from the White House 
Conference on Education, said 
enabling laws must be passed 
so Missouri can accept the fed- 
eral assistance. 

The White House conference 
—first of its recom- 
mended that the Federal Gov- 
ernment contribute money to 
finance school construction. It 
represented a revolutionary step 
in the field of financing public 
school systems—a field pre- 
viously left to the indiVidual 
states. 

Wheeler said the legislation 
presumably should take the 
same form as laws passed in 
1954 to set up Missouri's emer- 
gency drouth program which 
was partly finan by federal 
money. A request for such leg- 
islation will be presented to the 
1957 assembly session, he said. 

Missouri Proposals Followed. 

The final report of the Wash- 
ington conference, Wheeler 
said, followed very closely the 
recommendations made by Mis- 
souri’s delegates. That report 
showed that Missouri's school 
building needs through 1961 
will total $185,000,000 and 
recommended that federal aid 
be made available to ease the 
\financial burden. 

In an interview with the Unit- 
ed Press, Wheeler struck back 
also at criticism leveled both at 
the selection of Missouri's dele- 
gation and at the conduct of 
the Washington meeting. 

Wheeler said this state’s 34 
delegates were selected by a 
special committee of seven. He 
said the 34 delegates included 
two Negroes, two representa- 
tives of private schools and 
three spokesmen for parochial 
schools. A charge Was made 
recently that those three groups 
had no voice in the Missouri 
delegation. 

Wheeler said two-thirds of 
the delegates attending the 
Washington conference were 
laymen, not educators. He said 
business machines were used to 
select seating arrangements so 
there “could be no possibility 


of rigging” the groups either 
for or against federal aid. : 

The recommendation for fed- 
eral aid for school construction 
was indorsed by 70 per cent of 
the delegates, Wheeler said. He 
said the conference report will 
be turned over to President 
Eisenhower, who presumably 
will use it to make his recom- 
mendations to the next session 
of Congress. 

Two Points Defeated. 


Wheeler said two other major | 


points failed in the White House 
conference for lack of majority 
support. Almost one-half of the 
delegates, he said, favored fed- 
eral aid for current school ex- 
Sentinunes, such as teachers’ 
salaries. About one-tenth of 
the delegates favored restricting 
federal aid to districts which 
have carried out desegregation 
as ordered by the Supreme 
Court. 

The commissioner pointed out 
that federal aid would be avail- 
able only on a matching basis 
of local and state funds. That 
requirement, Wheeler said, 
should encourage. local incen- 
tive. 

At present, Wheeler pointed 
out, education is in competition 
for local: tax revenues with 
roads, hospitals, welfare and 
health. All those programs now 
receive federal assistance. 


PLUSH ABODE FOR CRANES 


KUSHIRO, Japan (‘AP) — 
Japan's white, scarlet-crested 
Sacred Cranes are going to live 
henceforth in plus surroundings 
on this northernmost island of 
Hokkaido.

It Has Guided Christian World for 2000 Years

the Mount.

E can follow Jesus as he 

went through Galilee 

teaching. Reading the 
Gospels, we can easily visualize 
the scene, the open air gather- 
ings where the God made into 
man sowed the seed of his doc-’ 
trines. 


Jehovah the All-Powerful, the 
Most High, had chosen the mag- 
nificent and formidable setting 
of Mount Sinai, in the smoke 
of its storms, to reveal his com- 
mandments to Moses. 


A humbler landscape served 
the Master who brought the 
good news; the tranquil bay 
fringed with oleanders, the soft 
lapping of the waves on the 
shore, the gentle plateau framed 
by hills formed the amphithe- 
ater which echoed His voice. 

For 2000 years since, the 
Christian world has been striv- 
ing, badly or well, to put into 
practice the words which echoed 
in Galilee and if by some mis- 
chance they had not been re- 
corded, how immeasurably 
poorer humanity would be. 

There has been a good deal 
of controversy about the site of 
the Sermon on the Mount. 

Some have held the place to 
be Tabgha, some eight miles 
north of Tiberias and a mile or 
so from Capernaum. 
graceful hill and an Italian mis- 
sionary order has built a hos- 
pice there. Certainly. it would 
lend itself to a great gathering 
and a very old tradition has 
identified it with the scene de- 
scribed in the Gospel and there 
are several very old trees (not 
many today) which are called 
“the trees of the Beatitudes” 
and are said to have been there 
at the time. 

But this pleasant spot, so 
close to the busy lake, hardly 
bears out the impression of a 
solitary and desert place which 
is so strongly conveyed by the 
Gospel narrative. 

Other traditions have ad- 
vanced a place called Karn Hat- 
tin (the Horns of Hattin), a high 
plateau between two sharply 
conical hills near Tiberias. 

This, certainly, is a wild pros- 
pect, its fields white with the 
pale asphodel and the yellow 
heads of fennel, its black basalt 
rocks splotched with purple 
anemones like blood. The lake 
can be seen between the gap of 
the hills. 

Here, on July 4, 1187, Saladin, 
moving behind a smoke screen 
of burning brushwood, annihi- 
lated the last army of the Cru- 
saders in that final battle in 
which perished the flower of 
Christian chivalry and the hopes 
of the.Kingdom of Jerusalem.

Squeaky Stairs. 


there is a better chance of 

stairs squeaking in the win- 
ter than in the summer... This 
is because in winter with the 
heating system on, the wood- 
work in a house sort of dries 
out and when it does it shrinks. 
It’s this shrinkage that starts 
things off to squeaking. 


Modern stairs are carefully 
fitted together. Grooves are 
cut into the side pieces and 
then the ends of the treads and 
risers are fitted into these 
grooves. The treads and risers 
are held in place in the grooves 
with wood wedges which are 
glued into place. Often, with 
shrinkage, these wedges come 
loose and the treads start to 
squeak when stepped on. 


If you can get at the under- 
side of the stairs, you can re- 
move these loose wedges, sand 
off the old glue and coat them 
with new wood glue. Drive 
them back into place and the 
squeaking should stop for good. 
If you can’t get at the under- 
side of the stairs, then the cure 
must be made by nailing or 
screwing the tread to the riser. 

If either nails or screws are 
used for this operation, have

DEADLY Western gunman in film always calls for a 
A poker face, if he’s the hero. Calls for the same frozen 
granite puss, whether the gunman’s asking for a match, 
making love, or drilling the opposition. That should make 
Robert Mitchum a natural, because, out- 
side of “Night of the Hunter,” his last 
previous film where he played a religious 
maniac, he hasn’t bothered to change his 
expression, or lack of one, since he’s been 
in pictures. So Bob gets his chance in 
“MAN WITH THE GUN,” at LOEW’S 
STATE THEATER. He plays a professional 
“town tamer,” a roving killer, who for $500, puts on a badge, 
and gets rid of all the bad guys in a town by the simple 
expedient of shooting them down on sight. There are no 
trials messing up his methods. 


’ 

Mr. Mitchum does: all right, too: The town he is dis- 
covered in when our curtain rises is a shoddy little collec- 
tion of frame houses, hardly worth a big hero saving, it 
seems to us, but in the first 24 hours he has killed four of 
the overlord’s gunmen with four shots. Just to show he 
means business. He slows down a little bit from that rate 
(which would have averaged him 1460 victims a year if he 
worked Sundays)—mostly because the enemy’s forces can- 
nily keep out of town. 


But he does manage, in the next few days, to disarm 
and jail two more gunmen for hostages, kill the Palace 
Bar proprietor and burn down the joint after taunting the 
man into throwing a knife, and cut down another gunman 
who is foolish enough to try an ambuscade. The fat and 
evil cattle baron who is his ultimate quarry, he gallantly 
turns over to a young fellow who's jealous because the 
boy's fiancee is falling for Bob’s blunt heroics. Bob does it 
so the kid will look good, and gets a bullet over the heart 
for his quixotic gesture. 


Sam Goldwyn Jr. produced this film, but the results 
don't indicate yet he'll follow the gigantic footsteps of his 
father in the business. It makes an attempt to emulate 
“High Noon,” by having one man against the forces of evil, 
while all the respectable people in town are afraid to back 
him, and it tries to build up the same kind of suspense for 
the final assassination attempt. But the suspénse never 
jells; Mitchum has shown too offhandly he can take care 
of himself against any odds. And its carefully patterned 
realism goes up in the smoke of the falsely theatrical ending.

It used to be in the good old days of stage-fright 
melodrama that a killer dressed up in a gorilla suit or 
cat outfit could scare an audience into the screaming 
meemies, The movies started out modestly enough in the 
horror pictures with Draculas and Frank- 
enstein monsters. Then they graduated to 
King Kong, the gigantic gorilla, who went 
to his glorious end grabbing fighter 
planes out of the sky while he was perched 
on the Empire State Building tower. It 
might have ended there, if King Kong 
hadn't been recast in the person of an 
overgrown son, Mighty Joe Young. Since then, the horrible 
animals have been getting bigger and the pictures worse. 
We've had the alligator-like monster of the Black Lagoon, 
the king-sized Tyrannosaurus from 20,000 fathoms deep 
in the sea, an octopus from the Mindanao Deep the size of 
the Pentagon building, armies of ants the size of elephants, 
and now, in “TARANTULA,” at the FOX, a tarantula 100 
feet tall who gobbles up cattle and ranchers iw Arizona 
with impartial voraciousness,

the jack-pot for animals at least, when they find they can 
make rabbits grow to full size in a few hours, But they ‘in- 
ject themselves, and all three, including Leo G. Carroll, 
who should be above such nonsense, finally die with faces 
horribly puffed like a road company Lon Chaney playing 
“The Hunchback of Notre Dame.”

After getting a free raise, 
South was of course justified 
in cue-bidding the opponents’ 
suit; and then North acted 
shrewdly in showing his dia- 
mond control. This latter bid 
was of great value to South, 
who then could afford to leap 
straight to the slam. 

West opened the heart king. 
South won, drew trumps, then 
entered dummy with a _ dia- 
mond and took the club finesse. 
West captured the queen—as 
he figured to do considering 
his two-level overcall — and 
cashed the heart queen, defeat- 
ing the contract. 

South apparently paid no at- 
tention to a card in dummy 
which virtually guaranteed the 
slam. That card, of course, was 
the heart jack. The club finesse 
was less than a 50 per cent 
chance because of West's bid, 
and even if West had not bid 
but had merely opened the 
heart king, signifying possession 
of the queen as well, the logical 
line of play was to draw only 
two rounds of trumps, then to 
cash three rounds of diamonds, 
thereby eliminating that suit 
from the North and South 
hands. Then, what could be 
simpler than to throw West in 
with a heart, forcing him to 
return a club up to the major 
tenace—unless he preferred to 
give South a ruff-and-discard 
by returning a red suit? 

Another way—but one requir- 
ing some nerve and good dis- 
card counting—was to run all 
the trumps and the diamonds, 
then to throw West in with the 
heart or to lay down the club 
ace, depending on West's previ- 
ous discards.

Ford Grants 


Are Boon to 
Education 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

T certainly is a wonderful 
[ening to have the Ford Foun- 

dation give $500,000,000 to 
the nation’s privately supported 
colleges, universities and hos- 
pitals. The idea is to help 
raise the salaries of teachers 
in the privately supported lib- 
eral arts and science colleges 
and universities, and for this 
purpose $210,000,000 is al- 
lotted. Last March $50,000,000 
was appropriated for this pur- 
pose and those two amounts 
will go into endowments which 
will mean a 4 per cent increase 


in salaries in 615 schools, 
based on 1954-55 payroll 
schedules. 


Where hospitals are con- 
cerned 3500 voluntary non- 
profit hospitals for the public 
will benefit from a fund of 
$200,000,000. The hospitals are 
not allowed to use this money 
for operating expenses or serv- 
ices currently being performed, 
but otherwise they can use it 
as they need it. 

In addition, $90,000,000 is to 
be given to privately supported 
medical schools. This sum also 
will be on ap endowment basis. 


THIS GRANT should mean a 
great deal both in the educa- 
tional field and in the medical 
field. 

I was delighted to see that 
Bard College, which is up in 
my area of the Hudson valley, is 
to be helped. President Case, 
I know, has felt the need of 
raising the teachers’ salaries, 
but the college’s financial con- 
dition was such that he did not 
feel he was able to do so. 

This action is of far-reaching 
importance because it will give 
us better quality in our teach- 
ers, since it will attract people 
who would like to teach but in 
many cases have found it im- 
possible to do so when they 
could earn in some other pro- 
fession a decent living for their 
families. In teaching it meant 
they could barely exist.

IT IS TRUE that those who 
earn much of this world’s goods 
can always feel that it is 
through their own efforts that 
they have accomplished these 
ends. But in a democracy where 
we feel that all of us, when we 
are fortunate, owe something 
to the nation that has given us 
these opportunities, it is re- 
markable to have an example 
such as is set by the generosity 
of a whole family. | 

This does not mean, of course, 
that the Ford family has suf- 
fered hardships. It means that 
a great sense of responsibility 
has been shown, and I think all 
of us as citizens should be proud 
to have this example in our 
midst and express our apprecia- 
tion both of the founder of this 
fortune and to his entire family.

At my Christmas table we 
often hear, “just a little bit of 
pudding, but lots of sauce.” 
There are one or two men who 
are even known to take second 
helpings of pudding and at least 
three helpings of sauce. It all 
adds up to the fact the latter 
must be’ prepared in generous 
quantities.

THE TYPE OF SAUCE you 
choose is, of course, a matter 
of taste. In fact you may like 
to offer two different sauces. 
One the “hard” type, the other 
thinner, Their success will de- 
pend upon the richness and 
flavor that may be pure vanilla 
and nutmeg or strongly spiked 
with rum or brandy. 

If you like to flame the pud- 
ding, a¢cording to old-fashioned 
custom, don’t skimp on the 
liquor. It should be high-proof, 
as is cognac, if it is to really 
burn, A good trick in any case 
is to heat the liquor before 
pouring over the pudding.

Gradually stir 
in confectioners sugar along 
with egg yolk and pure vanilla 
extract. Beat well. Fold in 
whipped cream. Beat egg white 
still and carefully fold into the 
mixture. Serve over steamed 
pudding, steamed fruit cake, 
cottage pudding or sponge cake. 
Yield: One and three-fourths 
cups.
